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SOME NEIGHBORHOOD! 


Oakland will continue to re- 
inforce racial segregation with 
its high school attendance boun- 
daries, at least for the present. 


The Board of Education voted 
May 22 to leave the boundaries 
just as they are, including those 
for the new Skyline High School. 


One of the most interesting 
statements at the meeting was 
made by Dr. Robert L. Nolan, 
member of the Board of Educa- 
tion. 

Dr. Nolan said the Skyline 
High School attendance district 
is 10 miles long and 144 miles 
wide. 

Superintendent of Schools Sel- 
mer Berg said Oakland “has 
tried to develop the neighbor- 
hood school.” 

As Dr. Nolan pointed out, this 
is stretching things a bit.

HINDERS DEMOCRACY 


This, of course, is only a part 
of several larger problems. 

One is that the 10-mile-long 
Skyline High School attendance 
district, gerrymandered among 
the upper crust areas in the 
Oakland. hills, shuns the Negro 
and working class regions of the 
flat land. 

Instead of stimulating democ- 
racy by educating children of 
all races and economic groups 
together, we are paving the way 
for prejudice in the next genera- 
tion. 

This is basically the Southern 
approach. Treat the Negro as 
something different. Keep him 
different by denying him the 
advantages of white children. 
Keep him in his. place. 

Such an approach, which ag- 
gravates whatever differences 
there are in economic and edu- 
cational opportunity as well as 
social attitudes, is the fuel of 
bigotry.

SELF-PERPETUATORS 
Another problem is Oakland’s 


self-perpetuating Board of Edu- 


cation. 

The non-boatrocking vote was 
5 to 1. The five who voted “yes;’ 
were all originally appointed to 
their jobs by other members of 
the board. 

This practice tends to per- 
petuate the policies of one seg- 
ment of the community, rather 
than provide for a cross-section 
of representation. 

Even though they must later 
stand for election, as incumbents 
they usually win without too 
much trouble. 

The one member who voted 
“no” was Dr. Nolan. He is the 
only present board member 
originally elected by the voters 
and the only one endorsed by 
organized labor. 

Still another problem is the 
way right-wingers pounced on 
this issue and explited preju- 
dice. But that’s a story in itself.

WHAT IS POVERTY? 

More than one-fifth of the 
nation lives in poverty, the re- 
port estimates. 


By poverty, the report means 
the nearly 1014 million multiple- 
person families with incomes 
under $4,000 a year, and nearly 
4 million unattached individuals 
with incomes lower than $2,000. 


Deprivation is defined as 
“above poverty but short of 
minimum requirements for a 
modestly comfortable level of 
living.” 

In deprivation, according to 
the report, are almost 1014 mil- 
lion families with incomes from 
$4,000 to just under $6,000, and 
more than 2 million unattached 
persons who receive from $2,000 
to just under $3,000 a year. 
WHO ARE THEY? 

Who are the poverty-stricken? 
The report lists: the unem- 
ployed; farm laborers, two- 
thirds of whom earn under 
$1,000 a year; small and tenant 
farmers; other laborers, and 
service workers. It adds: 

“Among families in the 
South,” the report states, 68 per 
cent lived in poverty or depriva- 
tion. Among all U.S. nonwhite 
families, 80 per cent lived in 
poverty or deprivation. 

“Among multiple-person fam- 
ilies with heads aged 65 and 
over, nearly two-thirds lived in 
poverty; among unattached in- 
dividuals .65. and over, four- 
fifths.” 

“Among families whose heads 
had less than eight years of 
elementary education, only 
about one-seventh were above 
the deprivation level.”
